EING ona tour to the North, I was one 
evening arrefted in my progrefs at the en- 
trance of a tmall hamlet, by breaking the fore- 
wheel of my pheaton.

My‘kind hoft invited me to join the croud, and. 
liften to his tale. With this requeft I readily 
complied. No fooner did we make our appear- 
ance, than I attracted the attention of every on¢. 
The appearance of a ftranger in a hamlet, two 
hundred miles from the capital, is generally pro- 
ductive of furprife ; and every one examines the 
next comer with the moft attentive obfervation. 
So wholly did my arrival engrofs the villagers, 
that the veteran was obliged to defer the conti- 
nuation of his narrative, till their curiofity fhould 
be gratified. Every one there took an opportu- 
nity of teftifying the good will they bore my ve- 
nerable hoft, by offering him a feat on the grafs. 
The good man and myltelf were foon feated, 2nd 
the brave veteran refamed his narrative, in the 
following words :—** After, continued he, I had 
been intoxicated, I was carried before a juftice, 
who was intimate with the captain, at whofe re. 
queft he attefted me before [ had fufficiently re- 
covered my fenfes to fee the danger I was 


























encountering. In the morning when I came to 
myfelf, I found I was in cuftody of three or four 
foldier, who, after telling me what had happened, 
in fpite of all I could fay, carried me to the next 
town, without permitting me to tale leave of one 
of my neighbors. When they reached the town 
it was market day, and I faw feveral of the peo- 
ple from our village, who were all forry to hear 
what had happened, and endeavoured to procure 
my releafe, but in vain. After taking an ane 
leave of my neighbors, I was marched to Portl- 
mouth, together with a hundred more, and there 
embarked for the coaft of Africa. During the 
voyage, moft of our number died,. or became: fo 
enfeebled by ficknefs, as to make them unfit for 
fervice. This was owing partly to the climate, 
artly to the want of water, and to confinement 
» in the fhip. When we reached the coaft of Afri- 
~ ca, we were landed, and experienced every pofli- 
ble cruelty from our officers. At length, however, 
aman of war arrived, who had loft feveral ma- 
rines in alate action, and I, with fome others, 
were fent on board to ferve in that ftation. Soon 
after we put to fea, we fell in with a French man 
of war. In the action I loft my leg, and was 
near being thrown overboard ; but the humanity 
of the chaplain preferved my life, and on my 
return to England procured my difcharge. 1 ap- 
plied for the Chelfea bounty, but it was refufed 
me, becaufe LJoft my limb when ating as a ma- 
rine?and as Iwas nota regular marine, I was 
not entitled to any protection from the Admiral- 
ty: Therefore I am reduced to live on the good 

will of thofe, who pity my misfortunes.

RICH PRIZES. 

By the brig arrived on Sunday, from Bour- 
deaux in 45 days, we have information that news 
arrived there from Breit, before fhe failed, of the 
capture and fafe arrival of THIRTY fail of an 
Englifh Jamaica fleet. 

A correfpondent affures us upon good authori- 
ty, and the intormation muft glad many a heart, 
that a treaty of fome kind is either concluded or 
at leaft in forwardnefs with the Dey of Algiers, 
for the redemption of our captive citizens. He 
has refufed, it appears, money in ranfom ; but is 
to receive a quantity of arms, cannon and mili- 
tary ftores. The Legiflature has juft paft an act 
to legalize the exportation gf fuch articles for 
this purpofe, in order to enable the executive to 
comply with the ftipulation.

Since our laft (fays the Bofton Centinel of Feb. 
25) the brig Ceres, Capt. Sumner, has arrived 
here from Bourbeaux, by which we have received 
Paris and Bourdeaux papers to the latter part of 
December. There does not appear to have been 
any military events of confequence fince the vic- 
tory over the Spaniards; nor do any of the de- 
bates of the Convention wear an afpect of peace 
with any of the powers. On the 25th of Dec. 
Dubois Crance faid, that notwithftanding the 
fuccefles of the armies of the Republic, a winter 
campaign was neceflary to confolodate them: and 
the Convention decreed that the furloughs grant- 
ed for three months fhould expire in one month. 
The Convention apj ars flill bufy in repairing 
the ruins made in the moral and phyfical affairs 
of France during the fyftem of terrcr. Carriere 
and his accomplices have been executed ; and the 
Robefpierrean judges, accufers, Ac. are in train 
of trial 
~ On the 31ft of January Jaf, the following per- 
fons flept together in one Led, in the town of 
Union, ftate of New-York, viz. one grand-fa- 
ther, one grand-mother, two fathers, two mo- 
thers, three brothers, two fifters, four uncles, 
two aunts, four children and two coufins; and 
but feven perfons in the whole.

Thurfday {fe’night arrived at Port Glafgow, 
Mr. George Price,-the commander of the thip 
Virginia of Peterfburgh, Virginia, with his fe- 
cond mate, carpenter, and three feamen, being 
the only furvivors of the crew of this vefiel, 
lately loft on her pafiage from Clyde to America. 
The circumftances attending this difafter, as 
communicated by Cupt. Price, are truly affect- 
ing and make a melancholy addition to the lift of 





misfortunes which the late ftormy weather has | 
produced. ge 
On the 19th of November laft, the Virginia 
failed from the Clyde in ballaft, having feven 
pafflengers on board, viz. a Mr. Murdoch, of 





Paifley, his wife, two children, a fifter-in-law, a 
maid fervant, and a Mr. Dixon, befides the maf- 
ter and the crew, in all 21 fouls; and by Mon- 
day the 24th ult. had got fo far on her paflage 
as lat. 56 N. long. 19 W. when about fix in the 
evening, they difcovered that the fhip had fprung 
leak, and {oon after had five feet water in her 
ld; this induced the mafter to bear away for 
Ireland, the wind blowing hard from the N. N. 
W. but though both pumps were conftantly go- 
ing, the water gained on them till the following 
Wednefday, about three o’clock in the afternoon, 
when it had increafed to about feven feet, and 
was ftill increafing. ‘The paflengers and crew 
were now fo much fatigued and exhauited, that 
they could pump no longer ; and as the fhip muft 
inevitably fink in a fhort time, they refolved, as 
the only poffible means of fafety, to take them- 
felves to che longboat. 
Accordingly having provided themfelves with 
a few necefiaries, fuch as bread in bags, fome 
barrels of porter, (for by this time their water 
cafks were all ftove) they all embarked in the 
boat, paflengers and crew ; but had not left the 
fhip above 15 minutes when a fea broke into the 
boat, which had nearly filled her, and in terror 
and confufion they threw the bread and porter, 
and every article of provifion overboard, to keep 
her from finking. In this deplorable fituation, 
more than 400 miles from any fand, the profpect 
was dreadful; they continued however, fcud- 
ding with one fail before the wind, which blew 
excellively hard, but providentially was ftill from 
the weit, and continued fo until about two o’clock 
in the afternoon of the following Saturday, when 
they difcovered the Irifh land, and made every 
effort to gain it: But the wind fhifting to the 
fouthward, they were forced to bear away for 
Illay ; during this night they fuffered the moft 
fevere hardfhips from the violence of the fea, fa- 
mifie and cold; the next morning the fervant girl 
and one of the feamen were found dead; Mrs. 
Murdoch almoftt fo, unable any donger to fuckle 
the infant at her breaft; Dixon, the paffenger, 
and three of the crew infane, and totally bereft 
of reafon. About twelve o’clock on Sunday they 
faw Illay, and about four in the afternoon nearly 
gained the fhore, and attempted to land in a 
place of fafety, on the north welt fide; but the 
wind proving unfavourable, blowing a tempett 
with a prodigious fwell of fea, and a {trong con- 
trary tide, they were {wept upon a reef of rocks, 
where they all perifhed, except the mafter, his 
fecond mate, carpenter and three feamen, who 
narrowly efcaped by grafping and fcrambling up 
the rocks. It was in vain the furvivors attempt- 
ed, by reaching down, to fave the fufter- 
ers; the furge was fo dreadful that in a few mi- 
nutes the boat was dafhed in a thoufand pieces. 
When every hope of faving any of the reft was 
vanifhed, the matter and the five men, on pro- 
ceeding a fhort way from the fhore; with the lit- 
tle life that remained, fortunately defcribed a 
gentleman’s houfe at a fmall diftance ; fortunate- 
ly they fay, for had it been twice as far off, they 
muft have perifhed of downright hunger and fa- 
tigue, for they had now been nearly five days 
and five nights without tafting food or drink of 
any kind. ‘This houfe proved to be that of A- 
lexander Cambel, of Ormfey. Here they met 
with every attention and care for eight days, 
during which time all the dead bodies, but one, 
were found, and decently interred. The fhip, 
when laft feen from the boat, was lying over 
with her lower yards in the water,
